WASHINGTON (AP) — Civilian 


wltims of military missile or air- 
craft disasters could be given im- 
mediate emergency payments of 
up to $1,000 under a bill approved 
Thursday by the Senate Armed 
Services Committee.

Scanlan said the authority was 
needed "to alleviate human suf-

financial aid lo victims of several 
disasters in recent years, under 
present authority lo settle claims.
